The Fight Now Mainly Over Supplies 


—Interesting Report of Sir Alfred 
Blilner, Who Has Not the Slightest 
Doubt of the Ultimate Result 


London, April IS.—The appearance of 


the South African blue book just at this 
moment is explained as a characteris- 
tically bold stroke on the part of Mr, 
Chamberlain, who, with a view to an- 
ticipating the inevitable criticism upon 
the temporary absence of Sir Alfred 
Milner from South Africa, publishes im- 
portant communications giving frankly 
the views of the men on the spot and 
showing that Sir Alfred seizes an occa- 
sion to secure veil-earned rest white 
the military operations are still unfin- 
ished, so as to enable him to be back 
again when the time arrives for inaugu- 
rating tho civil administration. 


The blue book, containing recent dis- 


patches from Sir Alfred Milner 
and 


other official correspondence, was issued 
last night. 


Sir Alfred wired, under date of March 


3, requesting permission to return home 
at an early date upon leave of ab- 
sence for the purpose of resting. 
Mr. 


Chamberlain replied by granting this 
request, but expressed regret that it 
should be necessary for Sir Alfred at 
the present time. 


Sir Alfred Milner reviews the situa- 


tion in South Africa and says that he 
had hoped some definite point would be 
reached at which it might be possible 
to sum up that chapter of history con- 
cerning the war and forecasting the ad- 
ministrative reconstruction which must 
succeed it. "But I am reluctantly 
forced to the conclusion that there will 
be no sach dividing line," he continues, 
"and I have not the slightest doubt of 
the ultimate result, but I foresee that 
the work will be slower, more difficult, 
more harassing and more expensive 
than was at one time anticipated. 
At 


any rate, it is idle to wait much longer 
in hope of being able to describe a 
clear and clean-cut situation, 


"It is no use denying that the last 


half year has been one of retrogression. 
Seven months ago this colony was per-' 
fectly quiet, at least as far as the ' 
Orange river. 
The southern half of " 


the Orange River Colony was rapidly 
settling down and even a considerable 
portion of the Transvaal, notably the 
southwestern districts, seemed to have 
definitely accepted British authority , 
and to rejoice at the opportunity to re- 
turn to orderly government and the 
pursuits of peace. 


"Today 
the scene is completely 


altered. The fact that the enemy are 
now broken up into a great number of | 
small forces, raiding in every direction, 
and that our troops-, are similarly brok- 
en up in their pursuit, makes thp area 
of actual fighting, and consequently 
of destruction, much wider than would | 
be the case in a conflict between equal 
numbers operating in large masses. 
] 


"Moreover, the fight is now mainly j 


'•over supplies. 
Tbe Boers live entire- ( 


ly on the country through w"hica they 
pass, not only taking all the food they i 
can lay their hands on, but looting the 
small"village stores of clothes, boots, 
coffee and sugar, of all of which they 
are in great need. Our forces are com- 
pelled to denude the country of every- 
thing movable in order to frustrate 
these tactics of the enemy. 


"The consequences of the war, al- 


though grave, are not appalling. The 
country people will need help to pre- 
vent them from starving, and probably 
a certain amount of capital. 
A more 


serious effect of the last six mouths ig 
the moral influence of tho recrudes- 
cence of the war, especially in the 
Orange River Colony." 


He then sketches the rising asainst 


the British forces, tlie breaking of Boer 
pledges of neutrality under the pres- 
sure of old companions in arms and tlie 
establishment of camps of refuge fot 
Boer families wanting pi election. lie 
describes tho effect iu Cape Colony of 
guerilla warfare and agitation and al- 
ludes to the "carnival of mendacity" 
accompanying the pro-Boer agitation. 


He thinks that a majority 
of the 


Dutch colonies do not desire invasion. 
Discussing the- plans of loc-al defense 
put iuto operation he argues that the 
governinect's policy should be to ton- 
eider tho feelings and iutorebts of the 
loyalists and thus to retain their loy- 
alty, a& well as to disarm enmity and 
to win the confidence oE those fighting 
against Great Britain. 


"South Africans are sick unto death 


of the war." he bays, "lint ace pre- 
pared to suffer in order to inaice South 
Africa indisputably one country under 
one flag." He believes that the young 
country will recuperate in a few years 
when the war is over.

(Continued from First Page) 


his own' purse he often fed them; he 
aided them in every way, he was much 
more than their commander, he was 
their friend. In all his career of dls- j 
tinguished public service I like best to ! 
think of Roger Wolcott as he ap- , 
peared at that moment, and the recol- 
lection or that gracious stately figur* 
among the sick, the wounded arid the 
dying, bringing hope and comfort with 
the authority of high place and the 
tenderness of love will ever be one of 
the cherished and beautiful memories 
of Massachustts. 


In January 1900, Mr. Wolcott letired 


from 
the governorship. For seven" 


years he had been in the service of the 
state, and during the last four his 
work had been anxious and incessant. 
He \ven't with his family to Kurope for 
a. much-needed, -well-earned rest. 
He 


•was irf'the prime of his powers, as vig- 
orous physicaljy as he was mentally, 
for he had always lived a wholesome 
life, and was a lover of outdoor air and 
exercise and an admirable rider. Every 
one looked forward to hi" havingmany 
years before him of distinguished ser- 
vice in the larger national field, anO 
with his ripe experience winning fresh 
honors for himself and for the state. 
Opportunities 
Indeed came 
quickly. 


President McKinley asked him to be a 
commissioner to the Philippines, one of 
the most important places in thewhole 
range of statesmanship, but private 
reasons obliged him ,to decline. Later 
in the summer, when Gent Draper, to 
the regret of every one, resigned. I had 
the "pleasure ,of joining with Senator 
Hoar in the request that Governor 
Wolcott might be sent to Rome. The 
president immediately offered him the 
Italian embassy, arJd I longed to hava 
him take it, not because he Was my 
friend, but because I felt such pride in 
the -thought of having the 
United 


States represented in Europe by such 
a man. Again, however, he was com- 
pelled to refuse orJ account of personal 
and family reasons. He returned to 
Boston in time to make one speech for 
his party and'to cast his vote for Pres 
dent McKinley. It was a joy to have 
him again among us, looking so well 
arid with so much promise for a bril- 
liant future. 
"The hope of unaccomplished years 
Seemed large and lucid round his 


brow." 


But it was not to be. The hand of 
death, was- on him even then. Before 
the year closed he was gone, and the 
whole state was mourninl^ by his 
grave. 


To tell the story of a life filled with 


action and achievenment within the Hm 
its of an address such as this is im- 
possible. No 'one knows how inade- 
quate, how barren the meagre outline 
is so well as he who attempts it. Yet 
it is still possible to jearn something, 
even fronrthe dry facts so hurriedly 
rehearsed? ••He're was a man born to 
all that--men*" most desire. He was 
strong, handsome, vigorous in mind 
and body. He1, had wealth and position. 
He was .fortujkate in his birth, fortu- 
nate in hisi'.^eestry. thrice fortunate 
in his',mar.uiaigi&fa.nd in'his home. Here 
was _stro-ng^-t«0tatlon to ease, to re- 
poseivto ,sett-^Uj|lg;ence; or to an ex- 
istence 't>f l^i^wred leisure. They -were 
all put asirfe fo£ an "active, earnest life, 
filed with liarA work. (At the very be- 
ginning it seems as if he had taken 
as his rule the injunction which Dante 
puts Into the mouth of "Ulysses: 


"Considerate; la vostra semenza, 
Fatti lion1 fbfsjte 'a viver come bruti, 
Ma per Seigtflr virtude e conoscenza" 


When all is,£one. it looks simple enough 
but only a man of strong will and <Je 
termined r^rpose can do' it. Some one 
may say that ambition was the cause. 
Every man who comes to anything has 
the righteous ambition to do something 
in the world and to do it well but that 
is a quality, not a cause, and too often 
ends if. ineffectual longing. Ambition 
is but a shallow explanation. Remem- 
ber that the seven years of high dace 
and large powers were preceded by 
more than 20 years of hard woftt for 
the public service; both in private and 
political life, work without personal 
gain, and which might never bring any 
outward reward. The truth lies deeper 
than f his. Roger Wolcott felt instinct- 
ively that every man owes a debt- to 
his country and that the greater the 
gifts of fortune the larger the debt, 
the heavier the responsibility. That 
debt he meant to pay, that responsi- 
bilty he meant to meet, and so he 
turned from ease and pleasure to hard 
work for public ends. This is a noble 
and just conception of a man's duly, 
nowhere so necessary as in this repub 
lie, and it was his in full measuret To 
those olaced as he was the opening 
of life I would say look well upon him 
and strive to imitate him, remember- 
ing that great as were the honors he 
won, 
that which was better than place 


or title -was the high ideal of duty as 
a man and as a citizen which led him 
to put aside all temptatons to ease 
and quiet and go down intq» the arena 
of life to fight a good fight in the great 
world of men.' 


It is one of the glories 
of 
our 


race that such men have never b<>en 
lacking in our history and in this 
noble company I think Roger WolcoJt 
stands. May we not rejoice that in the 
nineteenth century New England coufd 
breed such a man and must we not 
rejoice- still- more that a man of this 
fine type and nature commanded 
tlfe 


affection, the trust and the pride of 
this proud old state? Profound grati- 
tude for e life and character like this 
mingles with our sorrow as we stand 
by his untimely grave.

Phenomenal Movement of American 


Settler* Into XoT*kwe»ter» States. 
The phenomenal movement of home 


seekers to the northwestern states, 
which' has been steadily increasing 
since Feb. 12, when the first low rates 
of the season were put In effect, as- 
tonishes railroad officials and emigra- 
tion agents, says a special dispatch 
from St. Paul to the New York Times. 
Between Feb. 12 and April 1 25,000 
home Seekers have gone to new homes 
through the St. Paul gateway. They 
have gone in colonies requiring a dozen 
trains to carry tiiem and their effects. 
They have gone as small communities, 
comprising a few families, and hun- 
dreds have struck out alone in search 
of fortune in a new land. 


Washington has thus far enjoyed the 


greatest preference by the immigrants, 
a conservative estimate allowing that 
state 80 per cent of the total move- 
ment Next comes North Dakota, then 
Oregon and Idaho. These new settlers 
are not foreigners, • They come from 
the eastern, middle and southern states, 
where they have lived for a generation 
or more and until-their land has be- 
come too valuable to keep and their 
families too large to be maintained by 
It. It is a movement forced by cir- 
cumsta^ces that impels the sale of the 
small eastern farm, from the proceeds 
of which five or six times as much land 
may be obtained in the west and which 
will yield many times more in prod- 
ucts. It is this change of location that 
gives both the parents and' the chil- 
dren an opportunity to swap the old 
homestead for a farm for each member 
jf the family and increases the oppor- 
tunities. 


Minnesota and Wisconsin are also 


getting their share of new settlers, but 
these come from the old country large 
ly and have already increased the pop- 
ulation of these two states by perhaps 
10,000 "Scandinavians. The military 
laws of Sweden, it is said, will cause 
the Immigration of 10,000 families dur- 
ing the summer. 
^ It Is almost useless to try to estimate 
the Immigration of this year at the 
present time. Last year It was thought 
that fully 25,000 people went into 
South Dakota, 10,000 into North Dako- 
ta and 30,000 into northern Minnesota. 
From the land sales, from the reports 
of the railroad men, from the indica- 
tions at points of vantage all over the 
three states, it may not be unreasona- 
ble to place this year's immigration at 
200.000. or more than twice that of last 
year.

Washington Police Want Shirt

A strong sentiment in favor of shirt 


waists for policemen is making itself 
felt on the force at Washington. The 
shirt waist moTcmeat last year had its 
greatest success In Washington and 
spread even to cabinet officers and oth- 
er high officials. The police wore their 
uncomfortable uniforms and said noth- 
ing, while the rest of Washington was 
c<x>l in shirt waists, but they thought 
hard acd have been thinking all win- 
i 


ter. 
i 


Since the beginning ef April there has 


been an active crusade for shirt waists, 
which has taken on a decided boom 
since a publication fell into the bauds 
of some leading policemen showing the 
summer costume adopted for the police 
of Camden, N. J., says the New York 
Times. Shirt waists are the thing for 
the Camden constabulary, according to 
this publication, and the apostles of the 
shirt waist for the Washington force 
have been ardent in their propaganda 
ever since tht^ saw these enticing pic- 
cures. 


Major Sylvester, the chief of police, 


is opposed to the reform on the grouad 
that while it may be all right for Cam- 
den a police officer at the national cap- 
ital ought to have some dignity about 
him. 
He thinks a coatless officer would 


fail to inspire the turbulent with awe. 
It remains to be seen whether Major 
Sylvester can hold out against the shirt 
waist agitation. 


Next spring the secretary of agricul- 


ture will distribute throughout the 
country young trees as well as garden 
seeds, writes the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald's Washington correspondent. Au- 
thority for this new departure was se- 
cured at a recent session of congress, 
and an appropriation was made in the 
budget for the coming year. 


The garden seed distribution has 


been the subject of no end of ridicule, 
and there is no doubt that a great deal 
of money is wasted in that way, but it 
Is nevertheless one of the. most popu- 
lar features of our paternal govern- 
nent, and members of congress recog- 
nize its political importance to such an 
extent that no arguments can induce 
them to abolish or abridge it. The 
Jistribution of trees, however, is Secre- 
ary Wilson's own idea. 
The people of the United States have 


jeen cutting down the natural, forests 
with BO much recklessness that it has 
become necessary 
to start artificial 


jnes. The division of forestry of the 
igricultural department ";as made a 
survey of the country and has ascer- 
tained the 
particular trees which 


thrive best and are most useful in each 
locality. According to the programme 
for the distribution of trees, next year 
a given number of seedlings will be 
allotted to each menjber of the house 
of representatives, who will be asked 
to furnish a list of constituents to 
whom he would like to have them sent. 
The agricultural department will do 
the rest. The seedlings will 'be grown 
in the propagating houses and for- 
warded to their destination with spe- 
cific instructions as to how they should 
be planted and cared for. In this way 
Mr. Wilson expects to start several 
million new trees growing throughout 
the United States every year. 


Hereafter the "tented field," which 


artists and poets have never tired of 
portraying, will lose much of its vivid- 
ness, but gain in military security. 
The white tents-bave been ordered in 
and will no longer be used in military 
service. White tentage is now regard- 
ed as obsolete for army use, and the 
quartermasters have adopted a canvas 
of the shade of khaki, says the Wash- 
ington representative of the Chicago 
Tribune. This does not offer, such a 
glaring target when an enemy is In 
the vicinity of a camp ground, and the 
occupants of tents are better protected 
from the rays of the sun when yellow- 
ish hue is used in the tentage instead 
of the white. The old tentu will be 
turned Into the quartermaster's depots, 
and it is probable they will be stored 
there for future emergency. In the 
meantime they will be available for 
use by the militia. . 


There is a great scramble to secure 


the old desks used in the house of rep- 
resentatives. which are to be sold be- 
fore congress reassembles, saya: the 
New York World. Nearly 300 of the 
357 members of the bouse have filed 
applications with Clerk McDowell to 
tecure the desks they occupied during 
the last congress. Each member has 
unnounced his willingness to pay what- 
ever price is necessary to obtain his 
desk.

Basque Funeral CnBtonm. 


Among the Basques funeral festivi- 


ties were kept up not only after the 
funeral, but also for eight days more, 
and on New Year's day, when they 
were repeated. In their case this wna 
a purely religious ceremonial observ- 
ance, even if it originated in pagan 
days. 
For religion has entered Into 


and still pervades the funeral rites of 
the Basques to a degree now hardly 
conceivable. The deceased who was the 
bead of the family, probably belonging 
to the third religious order, was usual- 
ly buried in the appropriate dress of 
the order. The funeral was presided 
over by the serore, who was a sort of 
nun. This probably, as O'Sbea says, 
came down from the time when wom- 
en held high ecclesiastical positions 
among the Basques. 


The very feasts were relics of days 


•when an offering ef meat, bread and 
wine was wont to be taken into the 
church or churchyard not only at the 
funeral, but every day for two years 
afterward, for the supposed benefit of 
the deceased, but really for that of the 
clergy. 


Up to 1766 in Guipuzcoa on the oc- 


casion of a funeral an ox was taken 
to the church door and then killed and 
subsequently eaten, a survival, of 
course, of pagan sacrifices in primitive 
times. In whatever way the habit of 
taking the deceased to the church on an 
open bier arose, there can be no ques- 
tion that the fire lighted at the nearest 
crossroads and the obligatory pater a 
1'intention du defunt are of deeply re- 
ligious origin and both in deed and In 
truth appeal to each neighbor to _pray 
for the soul of a departed brother.— 
Gentleman's Magazine.

N. T. That the 
came to^their death through the negli- 
gence of engineers Morrell and Kemnf 
in failing to obey the wrtten instruc- 
tions of the ra-l'oad comnany.

OBITUARY 


.lolm Smith 


John Smith, a wen known and highly 


respected citizen, died last evening a* 
little after 6 o'clock at his home on 
Chase avenue, aged 57 years. His death 
was caused by a complication of dis- 
eases with which he had suffered for 
a long time. He was formerly fore- 
man of the printing department of the 
Arnold print works, but was obliged 
to resign his position four years ago 
last March on account of his health, 
Soon afterwards he went to 
Clifton 


Spri-ngs, N. Y., for treatment and re- 
mained there for two mouths. His con-r- 
dition w'as much improved when he 
returned, but complications set in later 
and he was compelled to go to Bos- 
ton ana undergo an operation. 
The 


relief afforded by this was only tem- 
porary, and for the past two years he 
had been a great sufferer. He underwent 
another operation last 
Sunday, and 


though it was successful he was insiich 
a weak condition that his system could 
not stand the shock and he failed rap- 
idly till death ensued. 


Mr. Smith was born in Melbourne, 


Cambridgeshire, England, 
August 29, 


1843. He came to this country with 
his family in 1869 and located at Ap- 
ponaug, R. L, where he was employed 
as a machine printer in the Oriental 
print works. 
He was also emoloyecl 


in several other print 
works 
before 


coming to this city in 1878. Here he 
went to work at the 
Arnold print 


works, later being placed in charge 
of the printing department which po- 
sition he held till his health failed 


Mr. Smith ^ as a man of sterline 


character and genial temperament and 
highly esteemed by all who were ac- 
quainted with him. He was a member 
of St. John's church and 'nas very in- 
terested ana active in its t\ ork. He had 
been a vestryman for a number of 
years. He was also a member of Grev- 
lock lodge, F. and A. M., and of Berk- 
shire council, Royal Arcanum. He had 
a large number of friends who ^ill be 
pained to learn of his death and who 
will sympathize deeply with his 'be- 
reaved family. Besides his widow he 
leaves four sons and three daughters. 
Joseph K., William W., Harry E., j: 
Everett, Alice, Sarah and Annie M. 
Smith all of this city. In addition to 
his family he leaves numerous rela- 
tives in England. 


The funeral will bo hold at St. John's 


church Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
Rev_ J C. Tebbetts officiating and the 
burial will be at Hillside cemetery.

Road Quite Feasible 


In his report to the promoters of the 


proposed electric railway from Troy 
to Hoosick Falls, by way of the stone 
ro<id which would form part of a Troy 
-Williamstown line Mr. Allen of S'in- 
g-erland ^ Allen, civil engineers, of Al- 
bany, sal's: 


"The road can be built for less than 


$10,000 per mile, as we have never seen 
a country road so well graded and ad- 
apted to the purpose. In many places 
no grading is necessar/. Not a curve 
on the whole route is too sharp for the 
track, the sharpest 
being less than 


seven degrees and the steepest grade, 
which is less than six per cent is lo- 
cated at Potter hill. Good sites for a 
power house are located at the vil- 
lages of Pittstown and Hoosick. The 
largest item of expense would be that 
of rails, costing about '$5,000 per mile."
